y Vnethe 24.1627.being Sunday after Di- 
« uincSeruice and Sermon, the Lord Gene. 
BJ” rall tooke his Barge, and cnioyned all the 
30=S9 Ofticers and Commanders to attend hing 

2213 to the Fleet, lying then at Anchor in Szekes 
Bay, which hee weighedrthe ſame day, and 
fell downe towards Saint Hellnes poynt, 
where hee caſt Anchor againe , and ſtayed there for want of 
winde till the 27. of Iune. The fame night hearing there 
were ſome Commaunders behinde in the Towne, who kept 
diſorder; he went a ſhore himſelfe, and ſearche all the houſes 
in the Towne, where he found ſome Capraines thar had been 
diſorderly : Amongſt the reit there was one that gaue an 
ynmannerly an{were, who was caſhzered for his labour. 

That night the Lo:d Generall lay aſhore :; the next mor- 
ning betimeshe wear a board, On Wedneſday the 27, wee 
weighed Anchor with 100. ſaylc of Ships, and tackt toand 
againe vntill wee reconcred the Poynt Eaſt of the Ile of 
Wight, | 

Thurſday the 28. wee ſtoode on our courſe towardsthe 
Weſt, vnrtill we were come to the height of Plymouth, abour 
eight of the clock at night : wee ſtoode Weſt, an Eaſt, and 
by South. And on Friday the 29, wee ſ{ayled witha flacke 
winde ; but before night wee got fight of land on our Lar- 
board, ſeeming to be 1 2. leagues oft, a part of France, called 
the Yſhant, in 47. degrees or there-abouts, Wee ſtoodeon 
to Sca that night, with a freſh gayle of winde , which ſerucd 
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vsvyntill the next morning at two of the clocke, andthen wee 
were becalmde till Monday the firſt of Tuly , atfoure of the 
clocke. At which time we ſcnt a Boy to the top of the mayne 
Maſt,toſce what he could diſcoucrghe ſpiedon the head of ys 
14. ſayle of Shipps ſome foure leagues oft, an/l yery forty. 
nately within a quarter of au houre afrer there aroſe a good 
gaylc of wind: fully with vs, ſo that the Admirailand i the 
reſt made haſt to hoyſt vp ſayle and chaſe theſe Ships. Before 
ninc of the clocke at nighr a Catc1 of 11s Matcſties onertook 
them, which was commandcd by Capt:ine Danmyy , he cale 
Icdto them and asked what they were, they told: him a con- 
trary tale ; hedefired hen towinde about, and come aboard 
and ſpeake with our Admirall. They bid him goe before te 
their Admirall, and what he did they would follow : he came 
to their Admirall and deſired him to winde about and (pcake 
with our Admirall. Their Admirall asked Dwuming what 
Flecte 1t was,he tolde him it was the King of Englanas Fleer, 
h:e asked what they were doing there : hee tolde them they 
were Tacking to and againe to ſcoure the Seas. No (ſaith h:) 
Iknowr you arc gotng to Bardeans, but tnere you will finde 
them prepa-ed for you, and they will giue you hot ſcruice, 
Hee asked who was our Admirall , hee tolde tnem my Lord 
Duk:z of Buckingham, Whercupon hee fell inrayling, and 
call:d vsall Ro.gues and Raſcalls,and commanded the Gun. 
n-r ro ſhoote x h- ſhot halfe a dozen (kot at him, and ſhor him 
twice th oughthe layle, hard by the micidle of the mayne 
Mait : fo thar D«nnzag fell a {terne of him , and tackt about 
to vs, andto'de vs what had paft, an. that he conceiucdthems 
to be Dunkerks men of Warre, very welb appointed, which 
&:d mucic.nifort ou: Generall, and all the reſt, We chaſcd 
them al. night; and 02 Tucſday the 20. of Luly ar lightday, 
wee ha:! gat ncere vnto them with ſome of our Shipps. The 
L yon had got the Winle-ward of tnem, Three of the Colly- 
&s, andthe Maris, with the Catch, was gt alvolt within 
ſho. of.hcm ; bur in this tive they were throwing ort their 


Baileit, and making themlclugs lights and Win they bad 
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3 
done that, they hoyſed vp ſtadding Sailes, andafter ontſailed 
vs quite; We followed them fo farre, as there was no hopes, 
and then wound aboutto our intended courſe : At fourc of 
the clocke the ſame d:y, my Lord cauſed toſend vppe to the 
maine Maſt,to tell how manic Shippes we were in company, 
and we found we were then no more then three ſcore; for we 
had loſt in that Chaſe my Lord Harney, with fortie ſaile of 
Shippes,who mer not with vs till wedneſday the 1 1, of Iuly. 

We wcre kept fiomn the place where we intended (wuh 
contraric windes and calmes) till teweſday the x0. of Iuly; 
About two of the c'\ocke, then f.11 a violent torme, with a 
thicke miſt,lo that we were put into great danger, 

The Noneſuch in this ſtorme had ſpent her Face-tmaft, and 
many of the other Shippes loſt their Log 2-buares, bcing ry = 
edat thc Sterne. About eight of the clock the itorme broke 
vp, and it grew to bee cleare ; Then we diſcerned the le 
of Ree to De within three leagues of ys, whither we ſtecred 
our courſes And about ten of the clocke caſt anchor oucr a 
gain(t Sairt Adartines, the prime Towne in that Iſland, The 
Next morning bcing wedneſday, we weyed anchor, andſay- 
1d downe lowcr to a point of the Iſland next to the maine= 
Land a1douet againſt Roche}, There we caſt anchor, and 
pi2c:d our Shippes round about the Ifland, that the Encmie 
might neither export nor 1wport avy thipsg for their aduan- 
Cage. | 
hat done, being the 1 1, of Tuly, we had very good ſport 
inchaling thoſe Barques and Hoyes which were offering to 
goe t.om the I{land to the maine-Land. and trom the maine- 
Laid tothe I{lany : Werooke many of them, and there were 
none tht got eyth.r in ur out. About ſixe of the clocke that 
d:y,my L- 1d Harzey ppcares with his fortic ſaile of Ships, 
which was voto vsa greai comfort : About eight of the 
Ciecke the ſame day tlic Lord General called a Cov ccll,2nd 
xe\../ucdro landour Minthenext morning, vpn chat po ne 
which lay tult to vs, 28 being themcſt ſafe plice 5 At which 
euuchrgauc oider ty lome Shippes to batter a Fort, wich 
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lay a league off on the right hand, & continued the battering 
cill ren of the clocke the next day ; then we found there was 
no reſiſtance inthe Fort, whereupon,the Lord Generall com«+ 
mandcd to giue ouer, 

On tewc({day the 12. the L, Generall was vp and readic 
by three of te clocke inthe morning, and receiuedthe Com- 
munion that morning at fue of the clocke, and after tooke 
his Barge and went aboard the Non/xchto Monfiure Subeeſa, 
and returned from thence at fixe? Art ſeuen of the clocke, 
Monfiure Sabueſa, Monſture Blancarte and Sir William Becher 


went to Rech:Þ: Arcight ofthe clocke, the L. Generall ſent 


Malter Grymes (the Gentleman of his Horſe) with a Foote- 
boy of his that could both runne and ſwimme well, and fixe 
Muskaticres (to the point of the [{121nd, where they were to 
land their Mcn) to ſee 1f they could diſcouer avy Men or 
Ordnance, that they had planted there to encounter vs : 
When he came to the ſhoare, he cauſed the Foote-boy ro 
ſtrippe himlelfe, and to run along, and he runthree quarters 
ofa mile into the Countrey, and found all that Coaſt cleere, 
ſauing three Horſe-men, that the Enemies had ſet out to be 
Scoutes, which chaſed him back to the Sea fide ; The Boy 
was releiued by the Ship Ordnance and the Muskets in the 
Boate - Atten of the clocke, he turnedback to the T r1mph, 
and gaue the L, Generall an accompt what he had diſcoue- 
red ; Whereupon, the L. Generall gaue preſent order for all 
Officers to be in a readinefle, and ro meete him aboard the 
Kings good Shippe (called the Lyon ) lying next the Pointe, 
where they were to land their Men, for there he would keepe 
his Randeuous for that time ; At ewelue of the clocke, he 
tooke his Barge, accompanied with Sir George Blundel Ser. 
geant Mator,attended by M. Grymes and M. Aſhbarnebary, 


and went to all thoſe Ships that had Land Soldiers, andcom- 


manded them that they ſhould preſently draw themſclues as 
ncerc that point of the I]{land as they could ; After that, he 
went to all the Ships, and appointed the Captaines of them, 


how and where toattend with their Shippes,and commanded 
them 
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ahem preſcntly to prouide their Barges and long Boates, to 


| land their Lznd-Souldiers, and to ſend them to the Lyon. 


Hee then trade choyle of tenne Ships of lefler burthen, and 
directed ther to draw their Shipps as cloſe as they could to 
either ſide of the point of the Ifland, where the-Souldiers 
weretobe Landed, and commanded them that if the Enemie 
did appeare within ſhotte, they ſhould preſently play vpon 
them, 

He being aboard at the ſame time of one of theſc Shippes, 
went vp to the top of the mayne Maſt, and diſcouered of the 
Encmiecs three Troupes of Horle , and 16. or 18. hundred 
Foote, all rcady in Battalia ſome Engliſh mile or. more off 
the place, whete wee were to land our men : hee came pre- 
ſcntly downe and tolde vs what hee had diſcovered, and ſhot 
at them himſelfe two or three Peec.'s of Ordnance, and com- 
mandcd the reſt of the Peecesroplay ypon them {till : with 
that tooke Barge and went to the Lyon, where hee found 
all the Officers ready with their long Boatcs to land their 
men. 

In this time came backe from Rochel! Monſicur Sabxeſa, 
and Sir IV:ll:am Beecher, who itaycd there till Saturday tol. 
lowing. Monſieur Saint Blencart diſſwaded the Lord Ge- 
nerall to forbeare the Landing of his men vncill the next 
morning : but the Lord Generall feari'g it would giue time 
to the Enemie to Arengthen himſelfe, Hee would by no 
meanes heare of any delay. Whereupon Monficur — 
Blarcart likea braue wan, chooſed him(clfe a Pike, and pu 
himſcife into Sir Jebn Barrowes Regimc nt, 

By this time 1t was three of the clocke when the Lord Ge- 
nerall commanded to land two Regiments, that were of the 

olde Companies , whereof Sir John Burrowes and Sir Alex- 
ander Brett were Commanders, he went with them himſelfe 
on ſhore, and appointedthe two Colonelsin what place they 
ſhould land their men, And being landed, commanded them 
to put their mcn in Battalia with all ſpeed, fearing the Enc- 


mic yvould giue them a ſuddaine aſlault, : 
The 
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The men beins vveary in lying on Shipboard , lingred 
vvaſhing their hands inthe Seca; butthe LordGenerall vyith 
a Cudpelltunne to and fro among them, beats g ſome,and 
thtcatning other-ſore, and got them thralt yp three Py kes 
lengthto the skirt of the banke, vyhere they vvere to be, 

There vvas a third Regiment that vvas« ready roland ; 1n 
the meane time came Sir William Courtney to the Lord Ge = 


nerall and tolde him, that vrlefie hee ſhould doe theſame 


curtcfie for him vvhich he did for the other rwo Coltonells, 
hee ſhould not get his min landed, and that his vvere olde 
Souldicrs, and vyculddoe goo.|f{cruice it the Encinie mide 
aflaulr. 

Wherevpon my Lorc cilled Sir William Courtney, & yvent 
'rto his Barge , vvithan intention to haſten a thore his Re» 
giverr, andasſoone as he had gone about foureſcore from 
- rac ſhore, nec preſently heardthe fig it begun, and turning 
 backe, heſaw three Troupes of French Horſe, cha: ging our 
Foote vvith all the fiercencfle that migh be : And tne tnird 
Reg'm-n', thoſe thit vyere vnlandcd, preſsirg thrmſclues 
amongſt the Shippc<s to ſuccour themſchues : the r<{t of that 
Regrncnt that vvere landed hce(iwepreſt intothe vvarer 
by the French Horſe; and Sir Wel:iam Hayden beivg caricd 
violently to the Sea by the Renolrers, was there drowned. 

Whiercupon ke fer S.W1llzzr Conrtney into anther Boate, 
w.:th commande to make all expedition to get h13 Men lan- 
ded; And very brauely himſclfe drew his Sword and turn:d 
his Barge(attended by Maſter Grymes and M. A ſhburneham ) 
and thruft hicmſclſe ypon the Reuolters; an I rebuking ſome, 
andei couraging others, told them, he boped they came nor 
with ny intent but to aduenture therpſelu's ſo tarre as he 
would leadethem +: Wherevpon, hethruſt himſclfe on to the 
 thoare, (and they followed (lowly) and animating of the 0+ 
ther Foote which were run into the warer,they molt of them 
icapt out of the water, and vpon the Lord Generalls words 
thiew themſeiues forwards 8s 1if they would hauc tought 
brauc'y, but before we couldget where the bloyes were, rhe 
Bartaile 
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Battaike was ended, | 

My Lord Generall had ordered certaine Skippes to ſconre 
the Landing place with their Ordnance, but the afſault was 
ſo ſodaine asthey did litele hurt to the Enemie and in verie 
heate of the combare, it fell out, that one of our owne Shipps 
had entangled himfelfe berweene our Battering ſhippes and 
the Land, by which meanesthey were hindred in performing 
of th*1r charge, 

If the French Foote had come on to haue charged preſent= 
ty vppon the diſcharge of the Horſe, it had been impoſlible 
that we could haue withſtood them; Butas God would haue 
it, the Horſe.men made more haſt then in iadgement they 
ſhould haue don : Before the Foote came we had killed moſt 
of their Horſes ; But when the Foote did come, they came 
very orderly and braucly, being 1500, comming within a 
Pic and a halfe of our Mcn before they diſcharged ; and the 
LeaJer of the Foote (being a braue and goodlic Gentleman) 
tooke off his hatte, wherevypon all their Foote diſcharged 
their Musk:ts, and after they fell to it with Swords and puſh 
of Pike, vntill they were breathlefſe on both ſides : The 
French hncing our Pikes tobe longer then theirs, threw away 
their Pikes, and went to1t with Stones, and ſo did our Men, 
but ours beate themout, and made chem flye away very diſ- 
orderly, that happie was he that got firſt cffhis Armor to 
berake him to his heeles. 

This Batratle did not continue in all muchaboue' halfe an 
hower,but our Horſe were not yet landed; But if we had had 
twentic Horſe to haue followed ther, we had killed thum vp 
cucry Man, That night we intrenched our ſelues in that 
place, fearing the Encmie would give vs an afſault inthe 
night. My Lord General pen: that euening in viewing of 
the dead Bodies, and viſiting thoſe that were hart on our 


 fide,and giuing great charge tothe Chirurgions to take ſpe. 


Ciall care of them, | 

We tooke fower of the French Gentlemen, but they were 
a'l hurt before 3 two of them dy<d the next day, one of chem

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is aliue yet in the Tryumph,histhigh being ſhotte topecces, 


"the other, being a Page, the Lord Generall ſent him to his 
. Maſter. 


The next morning very earlie,the Lord Generall came on 
ſhore againe, and ſpent all the whole daic there, calling the 
Commanders to him, and ordering them to bring him notes 


of cucry (cuerall Companie, how many they were, and how | 


manie were periſhed inthe confli& ; By winch vve tound, 


there was nineteene Captaines, Anticnts and Lieuctenants - 


killed, and twelne other Officers hurt,but in no danger of 


| death, and ſome thirty five common Soldiers drowned, bur 


none killed ; for the French men diſchargedall on our Gen» 
try, and ncuer looked at the Commen fort. Our Gentry 
(when the common Soldiers began to routezclapt themſelues 
together, ard ſhewed themſelues the braucſt Men in the 
world, ecſpetially Sir John Burrowes, Sir eAlexander Brett, 
Sir George Blundell, and a Brother of Sir Alexanaer Bretes: 
There was not one Gentleman of our Nation 1n the ficldthat 
didnor a& his part brauely. 

This being Friday, the day after the Battaile , the 1 3. of 


' Tuly, Monſicur de Thorax , Gouernour of the Ifl:nd, ſent 


the Barron eAmblexile with a Trumpet to ſpeake wth the 
Lord Geueral!: His Meflage was, to defire my Lords fa- 
uour to giue them leaue to fetch away their dead bodies : 
they being ſo ſuddenly demaunded by them, my Lord made 
ſcruple ingranting it. Whereupon the Gentry made meanes 
by ſome of our Officers to buy the bodies, an! offered for 
@ne 1000, pounds, When my Lord General! had coufide- 
red, he gaue leaue that they ſhould take them away. 

Within foure houres the Gonernours ſent another Trum- 
pet, with one of his Pages, togiue him thankes for his fa- 
uour, and to reportto him that he would never after harbour 
an ill thought of the Engliſh, for hee iudged the Gentry of 
them to bethe braucſt men inthe world. Although before 
the Battaile he made no more account of vs then if wee had 
beene all Becues : and enquiring what number we were, wee 


tolde 
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tolde him 6000, He [aid he would kill vs and (alc vs, as wee - 
di] Oxen in England. | 

Ar the ſame time he ſent my Lord Generall word, thathe 
would way te on hira himſelfe , ſo that we made full account 
that hee would glue vs Battell, The ſame day wee put our 
ſelues in Bartalia, and expe&ed them all that day , yet hee 
 Camenort. The next day being the 14.0f Luly, we made our 
{clues ready to Martch , and at 6, ef the clocke we marched 
an Engliſh mile further into the Countrey, leauing Sir Pere- 
grime Bartne in the place with ſome Companies, 

The 15. by 6. of the clocke in the morning, vvemarched 
ontoa Villagevvithin an Engliſh mile ,* and tooke in thar 
vvithout any difturbance, Then vve marched on two Eng 
liſhmiles further, ro a Towne called St, fares, vyhen vvee 
came necre to the Towne , the Proteſtants came out and 
yeclded the Towne to the Lord Gznerall , ſo hee went with 
ſome Genrlemen with him , and tooke poſlc(sion, and made 
the Souldiers martch by, and not ſuffer them to come to the 
Towne, fearing they vvould pillage and diſturbe the peo. 
ple ; ſo vve marched on the ſame day, toa Towne called La 
Flote, Inthe mid vyay the Enemie appeared vvith 1 20. horſe 
and 1500, Foote, the which were'left vnkilled. Wee did 
verily thinke they would haue giuen vs Battell, but it didnot 
prouc ſo : for as ſoone as they viewed vs , they returned 
backe againe. 

We vvere ready forthem, for our men vvere very forward 
to fight, lo yve marched on vvithin halſe a mile of La Flory 
- vvhere the Proteſtants of that Towne met vs, and {urren- 
dredthe Towne and themſclues yvith a ſuite they had to the 
Lord Generall, vvhich vyas that hee yvould for their ſakes 
fhew fauour to the Romiſh Catholiques ; for that they had 
lived long together in that Towne , and cuer recc1ued goo 
Quarter and yſage from them : And that now (ceing he vvas 
become Maſter of both, he vyould requite it on their behalte 
tothe Catholiques , vvhich hee very Nobly conſented vnto, 


and yyent yvith them to the Towne , and tooke ray 
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and preſently turned backe to the Souldiers, and Encamped 
them round about the ſaine, and vyould not ſuffer any of 
them ro goe into it, fearing they vyould make Piilage, and 
that night lay amongſt them in the open Field, vvith noo- 
ther bedding, ſauce one Cloake vnd r lis head, and another 
YPON hin, | 

The r.cxt Gay beirp the 16 he went into the Towne, 2c- 
coTpanicd with Monficur Swbrſa, and ſome other Lords, to 


bury Sir W/m {Heydon, and returned into the Ficld ar 


night, anglayas ne d1J before, Bat thar right about erock 
the clocke, there fell very miſerable vveather, vvith Thuns 
derivg and Rayning,and cuntinucd lo till twelue of the clock 
the next day. 


The next day, being the 17, vve wartched on towards St, . 


eF1artyns, though itRayned very fearelully ; and abcut 12. 
of the.clocke it grew faire; at waich tire vye yycre vyitiin 
three Engliſh miles of the Towne. 


By that time we had marcheda mile further, we could ſce 


the Enemie (ally out of the Fort vvith Horſe and Foote : {@ 


they Ma:tched towards vs, ard vvcre vvithin the diſtance 


' of an Engliſh wile : and wee thought thcy vvould take the 


aduantage of our weary Martching, and giue vs Battell. 

Therefore it was holden fit by the Lord Generall,that we 
ſhouldrtake all aduantage we could in that place, whichwas 
onely to gaine the Sanne and the Winde of them. We mar- 
ched on toward the endof the Towne, thar lay next vnto the 
Seaſide, and furtheſt from the Fort, And by that wee had 
aduantage both of Sunne and Winde. Within lefle then an 
Eugliſh mile of the end of the Towne, we could ſee the Horſe 
approach very fercely, as though they would come ſuddenly 
vpon vs. 

Whereupon the Lord Generall gaue order to the Maſter 
of the Ordnance, to ſhoote ſome of our Drakes at them 
whichhe did, and killed aGentleman and two Hotſes, and 
þur allthe reſt in feare and diſorder, 

Here Captaine (omngham (Licutcnant of the Horſe) ad- 

uanced 
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uanced himſelfe on horſcbacke, and proffered a ſingle com. 
bate,but no Man anſwered him. Whereupon they preſently 
put 0:3t a Flagge of Truce, andnt ſome of the Proteſtantes 
to vsto render the Towne, without any condition; So that 
we preſently marcnedinto it i1 Battaliz, and quarteted all 
o”r Sol 'tcrs therein, The Lord Generall rode to every Com- 
pany, aid deſired them to be caretull of then ſelucs ano not 
to wrong the Towne, :ndthatthey ſhouldrake no: ning but 
Whit was given thein ard what they paydefor, and that he 
would goe aboard tne victualing Shippes,and toldthem they 
ſhould want n« thing, wich contented them verie well. and 
thanked God with a loude voyce that they had ſuch a worthy 
LordGcnerall. 

He tooke his Barge,and accordingly went, and as he was 
going, there was a poore Engliſhman in diftrefſe in a Sand- 
| bed,where the Tyde had locked him about, and had no 
- meanes to ſaue himſelfe, but muſt runne towards the Fort; 
where the Enemie was retiredwith all his Forces : My Lord 
heating him ſo cry out, cauſed to ſtay his Barge (although 
the Barge-men told him he would endanger the caſting away 
of himſclfe ; andthe Gentlemen perſwaded him alſo, that he 
ſhould not h:z3rd himſelfe in the danger, yet would he not 
\ ſirre before he had relecued this Man and got him into his 
| Barge ; Soaficr went aboard of the ViRualing Shippes, and 
' ſawallthe proportions of the Vicuals {cnt to the Soldiers; 
and after went aboard the Tryamph. And on wedneſday the 
16, made a diſpatch for England, to acquaint the King with 
his fortunate proceedings. 

The Enemy was retired into the Fort a Musket ſhot, with 
1500, Men, of which number, there was 1 20. Horſe left ; 
they had neyther Water nor Wood in their Fort, and had 
but ſome eight or nine Peeces of Ordnance,andthe Fort too 
little for ſo great a Company, ſo that 1t was not likely that 
they could hold it long, and we. hope to be Maſters of it, as 
well as of the Iland, within a very ſhort time. 

Thurſeday and Fryday, we were rayſ{ing a Mount to plant 

B 3 our 


6ur Ordnarice againit it. 
Sarerday the 21. we planted twentie one peeces of Ord. 


ance, and elenen Drakes, and the Maſter Gunner was very 
confident to batter zhem from the Fort ina very ſhore time : 
We were working with our Pyoniers,and our Soldiers tren- 
ching againſt the Fort, 

This 18 all I was an Eye witneſſe to, So God ſend them 
good ſuccefſc,and I for England,in his Maicſties Good Ship, 


called the Charles, 

There was ſlayne that day in (the Battaile) of che French 
125, Horſemen, dead on the ground, beſides a great many 
that were deadly hurt, of vyhic'i number, there vvere 23. 
Marqueſles and Barons; all the reſt Knightes and Gentle- 
men, of the beſt quallitic in all Frarce: Some Commanders 
of their Foote vverc killed, with 1 00, or 120. Common

My Lord hath by Proclamation giuen permilsion to the 
Inhabitants of the Ile to make Salt, with which Commodity 
his Grace intendcth to ſatisfhe the Dutch men (who were ta- 
ken vp to tranſport Horſes and Prouifions for the Armie)for 
the hire of their Ships, and likewiſe to furniſh England with 
yalt. 

The Gouecrnour of the Cittadell and lle of St. Afartins, 
ſendeth eucry day ſome Meſſenger to ſpeake with my Lord:

There is Newes trom Pars the French King is very ficke, 
and no man dares tell him of hi- Graces Jan4ing in that 
IfQand; he lies at Yulleroy,and Monticur (that Kings Brother) 
at Paris. 

The Duke of Saxoy, and Count of Ssrſſons, are in Armes 
vpon the Froutiers of Daulphine, and the Dukes of Roan and 
e MH onntmoreneyarein Aries in Languedoc, 

Monſieur, the Marſhall Crequs (Goucrnour of the Daxl. 
phine) ſent Poſt to Paris for a CommiſSion and money to 
leauie men; returned with a Commil>ion but without any 
money. 7

to proſper, that his Grace doth duly euery morning and eue- 
ning ſcrueGod, either privatly in his Chamber,or publikly in 
the whole Armie, and hath cauſcd a {tric courſe to bee held 
with ſuch asneglet the ſcrutce of God.

THE RERCATION ' OÞ 
Me. Garetſon, Maſter of ih: Shippe 
called the Bread and Becre-pott of FHarnein 


Holland, made and taken at Plymmouth the 12. 
of Auguſt 1627 by Sir /am-s Bugge, knight, 
Who reporteth the ſame as followeth,

Hathe wasthatday chaſed with a Ship, 


(2s he {u ppo'ed,ro bea M 1a of warre of 
Dunkerke) and to free himlelfe, did put 


into the port of Plimouth, this prelenceueniag, 
being the 1 2. aforeſaide, and rhat he was at 
Burdeaux abrourthe 29. of [ul+ lait, whererhe 
Gouerr.or and People were raken with ſuch 2 
fe reot the apioach of che Enoliſh, that: rhey 
| &ilro, cd che Cloylters and Ware-houles,and 
2 all 
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{ll the Suburbes of the ſaide Cirtie, to the end 
the aproach of the [ngli/h might be the more 


difhcile. 


And from Burdeaux ke went to Southers, 


\ and from thence to Rochell, where he arriued. 


the firſt of Auguſt, And from thence he went 
to St. Martines, where hi; Excellencie was be- 
ſieging cle Cittadell,and making a Trench to 
impcach the ſall;ing forth of the Horie; And 
for as much as all paſlages Ly water were 
ſtopped, (except the intercourle berweene Ro- 
chell and St. Mar tines.) 

He was enforced to returne for Rochell, and 
from thence went ouer land to Sonthers,where 
he laded his Shippe with Salte; And ſayling 
from Suuthers, came within halte a League of 
St. Martines, where being by the lee, there 
came out three Engliſh Shippes tovaderſtand 
what he was, and hnding him to be a Hollax- 
der, gaze him relation, that the 5. day of this 
moneth the Cittadell was by his Grace taken, 
& the French men permitred to departrhence, 
only with Baſtinadoes in their hands : And the 
Capraines of thoſe Shippes told him, that the 


6. ofthis month there. was an Engliſh Shippe 
diſpatched,

' diſpatched, with information of his Exce- 
lencics full proceedings, and conqueſt of that 
I{land. 

He further ſayeth, that at Southers it was re- 
ported, that the French King ſent to Rochell to 
require themto declare whether they would 
abandon the Eneli/h,and ſerue him or not: To 
oiue an{were to which, the Rochelers deſired 
{cuen dates reſpite, But he ſayeth, that diuers 
of the Principall and others of Rochell, daily 
repaireto his Mateſties Generall, 

Healio ſayeth, thatthereis a command gj- 
uen, that none ſpeake with the French King, 
and it is muttered, that he is dead. 

He ſayeth, that there was a French mian ap- 
prehended in the Dukes preſence, with a knife 
in his ſleeve, who waighted an opertunitic to 
attempt the murther of his Grace. 
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
